This i» a summarization of an analysis 
of the year-Is imports and exports just 
prepared by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and ]jabor. 
The statement shows the imports of 50 
principal articles, the exports of 50 prin- 
cipal articles, and the total imports and 
exports, and is sufficient, when coupled 
with the detailed figures of the preced- 
ing month, to justify tho assertion that 
both of the exports of manufactures anil 
the imports of manufacturers' materials 
exceeded those of any earlier year in the 
historv of our commerce. Copper, steel, 
raila, pipes' and fittings, metal working 
machinery, sewing machines, typewrit- 
ers, locks and hinges, tools, structural

MONTREAL, July 2,>.—Solution-'of'th'e 


Grand Trunk strike-problem is-now in 
sight, according to the company's officials. 
It neither includes, they say, arbitration' 
nor any further negotiations with the 
5,000 conductors and trainmen who struck 
a week ago for a wag* scale higher thiin 
the twenty-five per cent -increase awird-i. 
ed-by the board of conciliation. The on- 
ly essential yet to.be provided for in the 
situation, from the company's point of 
view, as set forth, in tho mertsage sent 
yesterday by President Hays to Macken- 
zie King, minister of labor, is adequate1 
protection of the company'* property and 
employes, especially those who have tak- 
en the places of strikers. 


"While we were desirous of Arbitra- 


tion," said President Hays, "time for such 
action hns been passed."

The strike leaders, on the other hand, 


today expressed the utmost confidence in 
the steadfastness of their ranks and their 
abllitv to force the railroad to, terms t>y 
an.irremediable, freight piralysis. 


The railroad official's began the -week 


It wad an- 
nounced that freight of all kinds would 
be accepted for immediate shipment.

revolvers 
as the train passed 


through the yards. The officers stood 
guard as the paas«ngers alighted from 
the coaches, but their presence was not 
necessary as no interference was offered.

out the night. When train service was

Just one week after 
shooting . and 


stabbing Antonio. Bonadio, on Italian of 
1426 'Forest street, almost to death, Jo- 
hanne Frazee and his two sons, John 
and Michael Frazee, of Kenofiha, were 
captured' and locked up at Pittsburg, 
Pa. 
Chief of Police Henry C. Baker re- 


ceived a message Sunday afternoon from 
the authorities of Pittsburg that the 
Italians had been arrested and inquiring 
if they 'would he 'brought "back to 'Ra- 
cine. The chief wired to hold them and 
said that complaints would be made to- 
day and application made to Governor 
James Davidson for requisition to bring 
them back and officers will leave for 
Pittaburg as soon as possible. 


Shot and Stabbed Bonadio. 


It was on Sunday, July 18, that Frazee 


and his two sons came here to visit Bo- 
nadio, armed with revolvers and a knrfe^ 
After .partaking, of his hospitality they 
visited a saloon and partook of liquor. 
•Tliere was a discussion in the saloon and 
then the men went outside and renewed 
the argument. 
Boimdio is alleged to 


have struck one of the sons of 'Frezee, 
knocked him down and cut his head..Re- 
volvers'1 were pulled by. both of the. sons 
And a'kni-fe by the father and the three 
went after Bonadio, intending to shoot 
and cut him to pieces. 
. Sptctatbrs attempted to interfere, but 
theFriecW fired 'two shots, to'th talcing 
•effect in the body of Bonadio, one puss- 
ing through hi? thigh and the other go- 
ing into the right breast, passing through 
the chest and into the lung. 


Bonadio was hurried to the St. Mary's 


hospital and • Dr.' Xott and • Dr. Collins 
were called, but-did not remove the bul- 
let. ' It was believed that Bonadio was 
fatally injured and would die, but he is 
getting better and there 
arc chances 


now that he will recover, 


Fled From Scene, 


France and hiri Sons fled from the scone 


of the shooting and 
cutting. 
They 


boarded a State street electric 'car, got 
off at Mead and Seventeenth utret, wait- 
ed for an interarban car, reached Keno- 
sha, visited their boarding house, secur- 
ed what effects they wanted, got away 
from Konosha on a Chicago and Milwau- 
kee electric car and undoubtedly never 
stopped until they reached Pittsburg, be- 
lieving they would be lost sight of in 
that big city and escape arrest. Reports 
came to the. city, that they were hiding in 
the woods near Berryvillo, but search 
failed to find any trace of them. 


Bonadio hns persistently refused to 


make 'any statement to the police, per- 
haps because the assailants are cousins 
and again he may be afraid to give tes- 
timony, feariug 
the 
dreaded -"Black 


Hand'" society, of which the elder Fra- 
wc is said.to be a member. 


Officers at present do not know wheth- 


er tb« trouble between, the Italians orig- 
inated over drinks or cards, or if it wan 
the revival of an old family feud that 
had its origin in -Italy years ago. Ital- 
ians o f , this city arc anxious to have 
the Frazecs punished, but. at Kenosha 
they were shielded and assisted, in their 
flight from that city. 


Traced by Letters. 


In speaking of the capture of the three 


Italians Chief of Polio* 'Baker sUtod 
this morning: 
"I received a, number of 


letters found in the trunks of the men 
»t their Kciiwha boarding 
house. 
I 


wrote letters to the various chiefs of po- 
lice in cities from -where the . letters 
c*mc, giving the street numbers. I was 
assisted in this by others -who- •were anx- 
ious that the oswilarrts 
be .captured. 


Chief of Police Thomas McQuadc, of 
Prttsburg1, was given a. tip at what num- 
ber tho Italians wanted could be found 
and-he immediately wired nw.

Old Lace.'—You should never clean old 


laces with gasoline, and for a very good 
reason. Read on nnd see whether you 
will not always remember this, because 
it is so much more commonsensible than 
most recipes. The gasoline, which is the 
far-fHjncd and proverbial grease-remover, 
will t»ke the natural oil out of the lace 
threads, which, it must be remembered, 
are a. vegetable product, rendering thorn 
crisp, stiff and liable to snap. 


Lace should first he soaked in .cold 


water, then shaken in a bottle in luke- 
warm -water, to which 1ms been added the 
merest pinch of borax. This should be 
thoroughly rins*d out, to prevent its rot- 
ting the delicate fabric. 
When lace is 


very handsome it should first be baeted 
to old linen to keep it from stretching, 
and it should be speedily taken out of 
the hottest rays of the sun when thor- 
oughly dry.

Demand is Made Upon Schools to Fur- 


nish Training in Tuberculosis. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 23.—An im- 


posing obstacle in the path of progress 
in the care, control acd prevention of 
consumption has been, removed by the 
action of the Wisconsin State associa- 
tion of Graduate Nurses in adopting re- 
solutions calling upon training schools 
•to furnish adequate instruction in tu- 
•bcrculosis. When such 
instruction 
is 


not possible in the training schools, the' 
association -suggests affiliation -with tu- 
berculosis sanatoria, to the end of fitting 
every nurse with sound knowledge in 
the care of. tuberculosis patients in the 
home or in • institutions. 


It has been a matter of regret among 


physicians that training schools have ne-. 
glected instruction in tuberculosis. This 
has -been due mainly to the antiquated 
ideas concerning the disease 
held 
by 


these schools. The neglect has -been re- 
flected in the work of nurses, who have 
fought shy of tuberculosis cases, doubt- 
less from fear of contracting; disease. 


"Nurses do not hesitate to take cases 


of typhoid fever, .-which is as infectious 
as consumption;-nor do they-fear diph'th- 
er'ta. and scarlet fever, which are much 
more malignant and communicable than 
consumption,", says a well known Mil- 
waulree 'authority on tuberculosis. "With 
proper precautions, consumption is not 
Rt all dangerous to those surrounding a 
patient. . If there is a faithful observ- 
ance 'by patient and attendant of the 
fundamental rules regarding tho dispos- 
al of sputum—the only source of infec- 
tion—there is no danger."

The government is preparing to put to 


operation the new parole law enacted 
at the last session of congress. The law 
is assumed to be no respecter of person* 
and the bank wrecker, the railroad 
wrecker, the counterfeiter, the common 
criminal, are all to stand precisely the 
same chance of getting a. parole. A die- 
patch aays that "the first step will be 
the establishment of rules and JWgula- 
tions for the procedure of the board of 
parole of each penitentiary, subject to 
the approval of the attorney general. 
The board in each case is made up of 
Superintendent of Prisons Robert V. 
Ladow and the warden and physicians of 
each United States penitentiary. .The 
parole law contemplates that convicts 
whose priion records are good, and who 
have served one-third of the terms to 
which they were sentenced, may be re- 
leased on parole in certain prescribed 
conditions."

They show in 


nearly all of the articles of natural pro- 
duction a marked decline in the exports 
of 1010 compared with earlier years. In 
certain manufactures the figures of 1010 
are larger than in any preceding year,' 
and the total for all manufactures will 
probably exceed any earlier year, though 
the compilation showing the total manu- 
factures exported has not yet been com- 
pleted. 


The statement as arranged by the bu- 


reau states the exports in the order of 
magnitude, by values. Cotton, of course, 
heads the lisi of principal articles ex- 
ported. The total valu6 of the cxporti 
of unmanufactured cotton during the fis- 
cal year 1910 was 450 million dollars, 
against 481 million in the fiscal year 
1907. Copper is second on the list, 83Vi
